labors. 


The nine counts against County Au­ 


ditor Whiddcn embrace four of forgery 


four of altering a public record and 


one of embezzlement 
T h e latter has 


reference 
to the $285 24, which 


George Schmidt of Berkeley 
asserted 


he paid as taxes to Myron A . Whiddcn 


on November 27, 1894. 
The indict­ 


ments for forgery charge that on the 


13th and at other dates in February, 


1895, 
Whidden forged the tax receipts 


for various amounts viz., f o r $ i , $1 50, 


$2 iand 75 cents. 
H e is also indicted 


for 
altering 
public records in which 


the amount of taxes were $1 50 or less. 


T h e 
indictment against Chief Deputy 


T a x Collector Ernest Mayrisch charges 


him with the embezzlement of $625 88 


from the funds in the T a x Collector's 


office. 


The Grand Jury convened today at 


1:30 p. m. and instead of occupying 


their accustomed 
quarters, 
took pos­ 


session of Judge Greene's courtroom. 


R u m o r soon had it that a report was 


about to be made. 
During the after­ 


noon hour the Grand 
Jury called in 


Deputy Tax Collector Mayrisch and 


sent for some of the mutilated tax 


books which have recently been in the 


District Attorney's possession. 


Judge Frick consented to be in his 


courtroom at 5 o'clock, but was kept 


waiting an hour and a half for the 


Grand Jury to complete its partial re 


port. 
A t the expiration of that time 


the report was handed in and the Jury 


excused for the day. 


Judge Frick, after examining the va­ 


rious indictments, immediately ordered 


a bench warrant issued for the arrest 


of E. Mayrisch Jr. 
County 
Auditor 


Whidden w a s present 
in court, ac­ 


companied by his attorney, George E. 


de Golia. 


Judge Frick fixed the bail of Whid­ 


den in three cases at $1500 each, and 


in the six other cases at $100 each, re­ 


quiring a total bail of $5100. Attorney 


de Golia had bail bonds 
prepared for 


the requisite amounts, with 
Theodore 


Gier, J. J. Hanifin and R . S. Leckie 


as sureties. 
T h e s e bonds 
were ac­ 


cepted by Judge 
F'rick and Auditor 


Whidden was not introduced to the 


interior of the county jail. 


T h e 
bench warrant for the arrest of 


E. 
Mayrisch Jr. was placed in the 


hands of a Deputy Sheriff, who arrested 


the accused, Chief Deputy T a x Collec­ 


tor at his residence in Alameda. 


It has been considered -almost a 


certainty for a week past that the Grand 


Jurors would indict the two officials. 


It was known that 
the Jury was going 


into the tax money frauds

"I left Corinto several days ago for

I g i t wind from two to threehoursaday 


and my vessel is not a slow one as she
